These reasons that were "indicated previously" are in error, however, as to the subject 
matter of Claim 22. In this regard, these reasons that were "indicated previously" primarily 
rely on the step recited at the end of method Claim 1 that recites "compensating for the 
sampling frequency offset in dependence on a difference between phase variations at the 
respective points, each phase variation representing a difference between the phase value 
derived for that point and further phase data." However, independent method Claim 22 does 
not recite this Claim 1 step because it recites a different step of "compensating for the local 
oscillator [emphasis added to highlight subject matter not in Claim 1] frequency offset in 
dependence on the phase variation," which "phase variation is defined slightly differently by 
Claim 22 to be a "phase variation representing a difference between the phase value for said 
at least one point and a further phase value." 

Accordingly, the above-noted relied upon Examiner's "statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter," is clearly in error as to the subject matter of 
independent Claim 22 and should be modified in this regard to indicate the actual subject 
matter included in this claim. 
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
